Bute Inlet Route Adopted 



The telogram whioh wo piujllah from 
Ottawa tins morning plncoa at rest for- 
over tho question of tho routo of the Ca- 
nadian Pacific Railway. 33uto Inlet hat? 
boiiu dolinitely adoptotl upon the recom- 
mendation of tho engineers. Tho exncfc 
lino that will bo followed in reaching tho 
Inlot is still in doubt, The short piece 
of country that Mr. Hunter is ongaged 
in Biu-Ycying, if found practicable, must 
determine whether tho road will be 
brought down tho North Thompson be- 
fore striking tho Chilcontiu Plains, or 
whether, al ter leaving Tete Jauno Cache, 
it shall take a turn to tho north, follow- 
ing tho bund of tho Eraser to Giscome Por- 
tage and thenco to Chilcoatin aad Bute. 
Those, however, are matters of detail 
upon which it -would bo profitless to 
dwell. The main point established— the 
route fixed via Bute Inlet, terminus se- 
cured for Esquimalt— a divergence in 
the interior of a, few miles north or south 
is a matter of no importance to Coast re- 
sidents. It will not bo denied that the 
telegram published this morning is tho 
first announcement of tho positive and 
final intention of the Canadian Govern- 
ment to carry the road via Bute. Tho 
Macdonald Government, to soouro the 
coal lands, did decide to build a lino of 
railway up the East Coast of tho Island; 
but they did not adopt the Bute Inlet 
route. Tho survey of Howo Sound — 
■which was undertaken subsequent to the 
announcement of the determination to 
build the East Coast line, proves that; al- 
though we never entertained any doubt 
that tho superiority of the Biito Inlet 
over auy other route for the railway 
must ultimately lead to its adoption. 
Now that tne question of route has been 
settled, it remains for thoDominion Gov- 
ernment to push forward with dispatch 
the construction of the road; to exhi- 
bit an earnesiness and an energy in un- 
dertaking the work that will convince 
British Columbians that Canada intends 
to act fairly and honorably by them, and 
that there exists no intention at Ottawa 
to ignore or evade treaty obligations. 
Once restore confidence in tho mind Jof 
British Columbia of the bona fide inten- 
tion of Mr. Mackenzie's Government to 
build the great national highway, and 
tho way to a better understanding and a 
closer union will bo made smooth and 
easy. 

When we speak of tlio Bute Inlot 
route having been adopted, wo cannot— 
■we ought not— to forget to pay a slight 
tribute to tho memory of Alfred \Vad- 
dington, the man who first pointed 
out to the world tho superiority of that 
routo for a transcontinental railway 
through British territory. > In spite of 
discouragements, and obstacles, and pecu- 
niary losses, am idst which men of loss 
stamina, industry and faith would have 
turned aside and abandoned the struggle, 
•wo find this bravo old man, ever hopeful 
and confident, battling in behalf of what 
came to bo regarded by many as his 
" hobby," until, when about to enjoy the 
proud satisfaction of knowing that his 
efforts wero about to bo crowned with 
success, he sank beneath tho weight of 
years and infirmities and died on the ovo 
of victory !

Eastern States- 

New 1'ohk, March 17. — Emil Snuor, 
Preaitlent of tins German Bank, wus ro- 
moved to-tlay by u. unanimous vote of tho 
Directors.

New Youk, March 18. — A London let- 
ter saya, in the Eastern Counties of Eng- 
land a very bitter conlliet has broken out 
between fanners and their labourers. 
The latter have joined tho union which

its headqnartera at Warwickshire, and 
have denjanded an extra shilling a week. 
This has been refused, and laborers have 
consequent!}' struck on one or two farms. 
Farmers generally retaliate by looking 
out all union men, and declaring that 
they will employ only non-unionists. It 
is said landlords are supporting tho far- 
mers and threaten to eject tenants who do 
not hold aloof from all rolations with 
unionists.

Coaxing Settlers into the 
Country for the Pleasure 
of Kicking Them Out 
Again 

Mr. M.J. Byrne, who arrived in this Pro- 
vince a fow days ago, has enclosed us tho 
copy of a letter which ho sent to tho 
Lieutenant-Governor complaining of vio- 
lent treatment at tha Provincial Secreta- 
ry's Office at the hands (foot?) of tho Pro- 
vincial Stcretary, upon whom ho had 
called to solicit information with respect 
to tho Province in which he proposed to 
settlo with his family of six children. 
The letter is rathor long and we must 
therefore conden?o the story of Mr. 
Byrus's wrongs. He commences hy say- 
ing that ho was induced by Mr. Adam- 
son's (at San Francisco) glowing account 
of tho country, to tako passage for Vic- 
toria. On his arrival he callod on the 
Provincial Secretary, the Commissioner 
of Lands and Works, and finally oa the 
Lieut. -Governor, seeking employment. 
Ho failod to obtain what ho sought. His 
visit to the Lieut. -Governor was made on 
the 13th inst. He says that Mr. Trutch 
roceivod him kindly and sympathotically. 
On the following day, (tho 14th), he 
again oailed on tho Provincial Secretary. 
Tho door stood wide open. Ho knocked 
and the voice of the Secretary told him to 
"oomo in." We here take up the words 
of tho writer: 

"I entered, remarking, 'I hnvo not snc- 
ecaded yet in gettiug employment."' 

Provincial Secretary — You were at Gov- 
ernor Trutch's. What right have you to 
expect the Government to givo you em- 
ployment after that? 

I — Governor Trutch roferred mo to Mr. 
Beaven. 

P. S.— The Government didn't invito 
you here. 

I — I only nsk ns ft matter of courtesy 
that you should givo mo information as 
to employment of any kind. 

P. S. (irritatedly)— Tako a seat. 

I did so, remarking that Carey had got 
a contract, and had all his men hired. 
Also, that Beavon told me ho nover hirod 
any men hut contractors, and yot his 
road-boss was in that day hiring men and 
I couldn't get a chance. The Secretary 
hero used somo hard words to mo, and I 
ot up to leave the room, remarking as I 
went thnt Mr. Beavon had not acted can- 
didly— that ho had either made a great 
mistake or told an untruth. 

"Leave the room," thundered the offi- 
cial jumping up froni his chair, "Don't 
come into my office again." 

I left quickly. He followed mo out to 
the steps— tho big front steps— and said: 

"It's woll I don't help jou down with a 
kiok!" I am yours, &c,

Ono very hot evening, in tho year 
1815, tho curate of San Pedro, a vill- 
age distant but a few leui^uos from 
Seville, returned very much fatigued 
to his poor homo, where his worthy 
housekeeper, Senora Margarita, about 
70 years of age, awaited him. How- 
ever much any one might have been 
accustomed to distress aud privation 
among tho Spanish peasantry, it was 
imposs'ble not to bo struck with the 
evidence of poverty in tho house of the 
good priest. The nakedness of the 
walls and scantiness of tho furniture 
were the mora apparent from a cer- 
tain air about tlium of better days. 
Senora Margarita had just, pro pared 
for her master's supper an olla podrida, 
which, notwithstanding the sauco and 
high-sounding name, was nothing 
more than the remains of his dinner, 
which sho had disguisod with tho 
greatest skill.

A Marvelous Ship. 

Built Entirely of Copper, ami Shluen T,ib» 
a. GoltUn Sunaot. 

Tho importation of corrosivo sub- 
limate, vitriol and similar dangerous 
compounds, has heretofore been car- 
ried on to a small extent, says tho 
Jersey City Journal, owing J|to "tho da 
mages ensuing to tho ships used in 
their tianspoi tatiou, as tho leakage 
and drainage from the different names 
substances, when mixed in the bilgo 
water of the vessels, has in most in- 
stances oaten tho bottoms out of tho 
Yessols. 

A oompany in England running to 
the East Indies first thought of using 
copper in the construction of their 
vessels ns a preventive against the 
bugs that infest that locality, the said 
bugs being considered death to all 
wooden vessels, and instances havo 
beon shown of the successful depreda- 
tions of Iheso insects oven on iron- 
clad ships. To obviate these draw- 
backs to commerce, a ship was built 
completely encased in copper. 

Tho frame work is of iron, which, 
howovor, is not exposed, with sheets of 
thick copper, riveted in tho same man- 
ner as tho iron vessels. Tho whole 
interior of tho ship is also made of 
copper, tho insido copper being gal- 
vanized, the beams, and, in fact, every 
exposed part being completely pro- 
tected by copper ; tho masts are of 
wood, but sheathed in copper from 
top to stem. Tho name of this copper 
monster is the Adirondack; sho is a 
screw steamer, and is capable of carry- 
ing 7,000 tons, custom houso measure- 
ment and is about 515 foot in longth, 
boing some seventy-five feot longer 
than any of tho Ocean company's 
ships. 

The White Star line have purchased 
this steamship for the purpose of carry- 
ing such freight as mentioned. Her 
upper deck has boen fitted out with a 
large tank for carrying oi' of vitriol in 
bulk, lunar caustic, potash, sal soda 
and in fact all similar kinds of freight 
will bo imported in large quantities 
now, Bhould the trial trip succeed, 
which thero is every prospect of its do- 
ing. Tho Adirondack is now being 
got ready for her trip, and will arrive 
at this port in the course of a forth- 
night. Sho is coated on hor outside, 
with a preparation of fat and copal var- 
nish, to piotect her from the efforts of 
sea water, and it is said that tho re- 
flection of this ship upon the ocean on 
a bright sunny day is liko the reflec- 
tion of the sun at sunset on a large 
building containing many windows, 
only on a larger scale. It is claim- 
ed that sho can bo seen at sea on such 
days a distance of about 17 miles. 

Salt in Beer.— Tho Intoxicating Li- 
quor Act of 137:2 declared salt to be among 
the "deleterious ingredionts" not to bo 
mixed with any intoxicating liquor sold 
to tho public, but in executing tho act a 
difficulty was raised by a representation 
made by an association of brewers that 
some water used in browing contained 
less salt than others, and that as salt in- 
creases the keeping properties of beer, 
the brewers using wator containing only 
a small quantity of salt would bo placed 
at a great disadvantage in tho trade. It 
waa also allegod that beer brewed without 
salt, after tho passing of tho act, had in 
some cases beon returned to tho brew- 
ers at unpalatable. Mr. Phillips, the prin- 
cipal of tho Inland Revenue Laboratory, 
states in his report on the last liuancial 
year that 110 samples of beer were exam- 
ined by him for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing tho variation in the amount of saltna- 
turally present in beor. As the result of 
tho inquiry confirmed tho statements of 
tho Brewers' Association, the Home Se- 
cretary suggested that in cases where the 
total quantity of salt in beer does not ex- 
ceed 50 grains per gallon the officers of 
tho Inland Revenue need not trouble 
themselves to inquire whether any part 
of the amount had been artificially added. 
Mr. Phillips also examined, for exciso 
purposes, 18 samples of beer, and ma- 
terials used in tho brewing of beor. and 
he found one-third of the samples illegal, 
the adulteration beiug grains of paradise, 
liquorice, sugar aud caramel. — London 
Times.

One or two attempts at imposition have to be record- 
ed which however wore met and frustrated; but it is 
gratifying to know that tho Society's heip has beon 
found acceptable where the recipients would have 
shrunk from making known their distress known.
